The Inquisition 


HE latest periodical to fall foul of the comstocks is 
Tine American Mercury. The Rev. J. Frank Chase, 
in the name of his Watch and Ward Society, has 
obtained an order forbidding the sale of the April issue 
in Massachusetts. He specifically objects, he says, to 
“Hatrack,” the story of a small town prostitute, which 
brings out with unusual force and irony the squalor and 
pathos of her existence and the abysmal hypocrisy of her 
environment. There is more prophylaxis in one sentence 
of “Hatrack” than in all the tons of stuff that daily pass 
muster with the self-constituted mentors of smut. 
Strangely enough in the same issue there is an historical 
study of Methodism in the United States which is not 
without its caustic comment, and the Rev. J. Frank is 
a Methodist. We are reminded that the Parisian Number 
of JupGE was barred from the mails not so long after we 
had called attention to the activities of the Methodist 
Vatican in Washington.

“T HAVE just seen a criticism in which a critic with red 
whiskers scorched a poet for sentimentality.” With 
these winged words a writer named John McClure opens 
a militant defense of sentimentality in the April Mer- 
cury. “Sentimentality, as used by the critics,” he says, 
“when it means anything at all, designates an emotion 
they do not share or an emotion they disapprove. . . The 
sentimentalist is simply a person of emotional opinions, 
a person whose conduct is guided by emotional rather 
than rational ideals. We are all, including the red- 
whiskered critic, sentimentalists.” 
And so we are, but we are all also liars and poltroons.

[ Jxsoversecr a great many critics use the term, senti- 

mentality, loosely and stupidly to condemn tender 
emotion of all sorts. But Brother McClure falls into quite 
as deep a hole in failing to distinguish between emotion 
that is the direct and natural reaction to a given scene 
or situation, whether imaginary or real, and emotion that 
has become an indulgence for its own sake. It is the latter 
that is, or should be, designated as sentimentality. Lovers 
are always emotional, but they do not become sentimental 
until they fall in love with love. Similarly with mothers 
or patriots or sophomores or any other emotional species.

market, the buyer of issues which 
have substance behind them cannot 
in the long run suffer greatly if 
they have been obtained at the right 
time and at a fairly reasonable figure. 
Drastic declines almost always create 
opportunities for courageous buyers. 
Standard stocks are made more in- 
viting by lowered prices, but this is a 
fact which comparatively few act 
upon. Money is more frequently 
and surely made by those who watch 
for investment chances than by those 
who speculate regularly. In fact, 
careful and continuous buying of safe 
securities of liberal yield, such, for 
instance, as first mortgage real estate 
bonds, is far more likely to put one 
on the road to competence than are 
the hazards of speculation.

The corporation 
has no connection with the National Food Products 
Corp. which bought some f its stock, but has been 
ordered by the court to sell it. This incident can 
have no real effect on National Dairy Product 
Corp. stock. Until the latter corporation com 
pletes itwexpansion program and settles down to 
steady business it will be difficult to figure out 
the book value of its shares. Associated Gas & 
Electric is a prospering concern and its stocks 
look like good business men’s investments. 

Norwatk, Conn.: Life Savers, Inc., is a 
comparative ly new organization, though its busi 
ness is old. It is not vet seasoned, having onl 
recently declared an initial quarterly dividend of 
W) cents At that rate ($1.60 a year) the yield on 
market price is about & per cent The stock is 
still speculative and not an investment A more 
seasoned issue paying the same dividend, and sell 
ing a few points lower is Norwalk Tire & Rubber 
common, 

C., Marraran, Mass.: Congoleum-Nairn, Ine., 
net earnings in 1925 were but a little over half the 
carnings in 1924 rhe company figures out $2.23 
on common stock after preferred dividends, but 
before allowing for preferred sinking fund re 
quirements. The company's outlook for this year 
is more favorable, but it is not certain that it 
will resume the dividend on common. The shares 
are not an investment but a fair speculation.

B., Vancouver, B. C.: The bonds of Norway 
and Denmark have an excellent rating, and those 
of Argentina, Japan and Haiti are regarded as 
reasonably safe. The yields on these issues are 
not strikingly high and it would seem preferable 
to put your $,1000 into a Canadian Government, 
or a Canadian or American railroad, public utility 
or industrial bond, or a real estate bond. The 
standard stocks that you inquire about are all 
attractive purchases after the late slump in the 
market. There will naturally be more or less 
recovery in the prices of the sound securities. 
Most of the holdings in your list are well chosen. 
The three stocks which you are carrying on margin 
are of good quality and it seems advisable to hold 
on to them if they are safely margined, instead of 
letting them go at a loss 

H., Dunnam, Ky.: The mere fact that the ot 
man bonds you inquire about “weer offered ;

cent. of face value” utterly condemns them as 
being worthless gambles.

things remain over in your 
memory after seeing “The 
Barrier,” from Rex Beach’s novel. 
One is the acting of Lionel Barry- 
more as Stark Bennett, the brutal 
and cynical skipper.
